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EXIT 189S—ENTER 1899. 

A cursory glance backward over the 
twelve months which have been fruit- 
ful beyond expectation, a brief con- 
sideration of the present, so pregnant 
with possibilities for the future, and 
hopeful view of the latter are apropos 
of the present season. The year 1898 
began with every indication pointing to 
an improvement of all conditions af- 
fecting our commercial relations at 
home and abroad, and the hopes enter- 
tained were being justified by activity 
in trade and all industrial pursuits felt 
the influence of the confidence that 
had been a strengthening and promi- 
nent feature. Then came a shock which 
temporarily but seriously checked 
commercial enterprise—the declaration 
of war with Spain. After the first 
shock, however, there was a quick re- 
covery, and speculation was stimulated 
by the war, its actual and the expected 
necessities it was believed would be 
created, causing active operations in 
lines which at first were seriously af- 
fected. This, however, soon righted it- 
self and no serious reaction followed, 
while the short duration of the war 
and the uniform success of our army 
and navy infused fresh confidence and 
stimulated trade, both foreign and do- 
mestic. Following the close of the war 
the condilions have been unusually 
favorable and the year closed as it be- 
gan—a degree of prosperity pervading 
all departments of industry and com- 
merce, The past year, taken as a whole, 
has been a prosperous one, having de- 
veloped a material improvement over 
its predecessor and fully justified the 
hopes that had been entertained. The 
conditions prevailing at the present 
time are very similar to those of a year 
ago, there being no cause for com- 








plaint, and the people hopeful and con- 
fident. The outlook for the year before 
us appears unusually bright and is full 
of promise. That it will not prove a dis- 
appointment is believed. Let us hope 
there are no unexpected contingencies 
that may develop into serious matters 
to hamper trade or interfere with the 
general prosperity. The political sky is 
clear and there are no foreign compli- 
eations which need give us cause for 
apprehension. With cause for satisfac- 
tion with the dying year and confi- 
dence in the one just born we wish the 
readers of the Reporter a happy ane 
prosperous New Year, bidding adieu to 
1898 and greeting 1899. 
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WAR TAX ON MEDICINAL AR- 
TICLES. 


The opinion recently handed down by 
Assistant Attorney General Boyd on 
the taxability of medicinal articles and 
preparations, as provided for in sched- 
ule B of the War Revenue Act, and 
which we print in full elsewhere in this 
issue of the Reporter, cannot be but 
welcomed by the trade as a great stride 
toward the satisfactory solution of the 
complex problem of what Congress in- 
tended, in passing the measure, to tax 
and not to tax. The bone of conten- 
tion between the trade and the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue has been as to 
what the correct interpretation should 
be of the text of the closing sentence 
of section 20 of schedule B, which sen- 
tence reads as follows: 





“The stamp tax provided for in 
schedule B of this act shall apply on 
all medicinal articles compounded by 
any formula, published or unpublished, 
put up in any style or manner similar 
to that of patented, trade-marked or 
proprietary medicines in general, or 
which are advertised on the package or 
otherwise as medicines or specifics for 
any ailment, or as having any special 
claim to merit, or to any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, qual- 
ity, use or effect.”’ 

It would be unjust to the patriotism 
of the members of the trade to infer 
that there is or has at any time been 
a desire on their part to avoid payment 
of this special tax. When the measure 
became a law, every wholesaler of 
drugs took pains te live up to it, ac- 
cording to his interpretation of the in- 
tent of Congress as set forth in the 
text. That misunderstandings and dif- 
ferences of opinion have arisen is not 
at all strange. The primary reason 
for the present tangled state of affairs 
is, we are forced to believe, due to the 
ignorance of the deputies in the goy- 
ernment’s employ, who are entrusted 
with the enforcement of the tax. As 
a rule, they are altogether unfamiliar 
with the minutiae of the drug business, 
and are therefore totally incompetent 
to adjudicate, as they have been doing, 
as to the taxability, or not, of any 
specified article. It has fallen to the 
wholesale and manufacturing trade to 
bear the brunt of the incompetency of 
these minor officials, and the periodic 
protests of members of the _ trade 
against what have appeared to them 
to be farcical interpretations of the law 
have disseminated the idea that they 
were trying to dodge the tax. This, 
however, is far from the case. While, 
of course, it would be impossible to 
give every minor official in the internal 
revenue service a thorough tuition in 
drugs, it might have a salutary effect 
to let them know that there are men 
who have spent their lives in the busi- 
ness, and who still aver that they have 
lots to learn. If a deputy enters a 
drug store, and ascertains that the 
druggist is selling a certain article un- 
stamped, his jurisdiction in the matter 
should be limited to reporting the case 
to his superiors for their action. In- 
stead of this, he at present poses as an 
authority; he knows it all, and the 
druggist receives the intimation that 
trouble will ensue if he does not imme- 
diately affix stamps to the article in 
question. He consequently attaches the 
required value of stamps to each ar- 
ticle, and enters a claim for the amount 
with the jobber who supplied the goods, 
and the jobber, in his turn, goes to his 
source of supply for a rebate. The 
wholesaler or manufacturer allows the 
claim, and enters a protest against the 
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levying of the tax, and it occurs al- 
most invariably that the deputy who 
caused the trouble is overruled by his 
superiors—but, the mischief occasioned 
by his ignorance has been accom- 
plished. Each individual instance on 
the above lines does not involve a 
monetary consideration of large pro- 
portions to the retail dealer, but the 
aggregate amount of trouble and ex- 
pense occasioned has been a matter of 
no small moment to the manufacturers. 

Judge Boyd has handled the matter 
with a new broom, and his opinion is 
one that must be adopted by the offi- 
cials of the Board of Internal Revenue, 
and should they live up to its tenets, 
there need be no reason for further 
misunderstanding. Nevertheless, set- 
tlement of the question as to who shall 
bear the expense caused by unneces- 
sary stamping of goods, occasioned 
solely by the errors and ignorance of 
Government employes, remains in 
abeyance. It is not likely, however, 
that the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
will make any rebates, as the Commis- 
sioner has announced that Judge 
Boyd’s opinion has been accepted “in 
so far as it may govern the future prac- 
tice of the bureau.” 

B, T. Whitmore, M.D., LL.D., of the 
scientific department of Parke, Davis & 
Co., has raised a strong point against 
the stand so stubbornly persisted in by 
the bureau that the various ‘antis”’ 
and other preparations known to the 
trade and medical profession by the 
names of diseases, are taxable owing to 
the fact that their name implies their 
use. Dr. Whitmore’s contention is 
that this is not always borne out by 
the facts, and cites, as an instance, the 
remedy known as “anti-dyspepsia.”’ 
Twenty years ago, this was used as a 
cure for dyspepsia, but now no medical 
man would think of using it in that 
connection, its office nowadays being 
mainly as a drastic cathartic. 

It is quite evident that what Congress 
intended to tax were compounded 
patent, trade-mark and _ proprietary 
medicines, and such other compounded 
specifics and medicinal remedies as are 
put up in packages, accompanied by 
printed directions as to dose, etc., ready 
for use by the laity without the inter- 
vention of a physician or pharmacist. 
What Congress did not itnend to tax 
were medicinal preparations, which are 
uncompounded, or which, if com- 
pounded, are put up under medical or 
pharmaceutical names for classification 
for the use of physicians in practice or 
druggists or pharmacists in their trade. 

In other words, under the War Rev- 
enue Act the taxable drug or medical 
preparation is one that a layman can 
secure from a wholesale or retail store 
and, on account of printed directions 
accompanying it, self-administer it as 
medicine. 

When the recent decision of Judge 
Brown, of the United States Circuit 
Court, exempting from taxation a num- 
ber of patented, uncompounded medici- 
nal articles, including phenacetin, arls- 
tol, sulfonal, ete., is taken in conjunc- 
tion with Judge Boyd's opinion on calo- 
mel, they cannot be but construed to 
mean that all uncompounded medicinal 
preparations of like scientific consis- 
tency, whether patented or not, are un- 
taxable, , 

The Reporter is in a position to state 
positively that there will be no appeal 
taken by the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue against Judge Brown’s decision, 
and manufacturers are safe in acting 
accordingly.

ADDITIONS TO AMERICAN LIN- 
SEED OIL COMPANY, 

Advices have been received here dur- 
ing the past week to the effect that 
the American Linseed Oil Company has 
scured possession of three additional 
concerns, the Wright & Hills Co. of 
Chicago, the Douglas Co., with plants 
at Minneapolis and Cedar Rapids, and 
the Archer & Co. mills. The acquisition 
of these three important concerns gives 
the American Co. a larger part of the 
linseed crushing business of the country 
and removes the more important west- 
ern competition. The Wright & Hills 
Co. was probably the largest producer 
of linseed oil in the West, and the im- 
portance of its acquisition is therefore 
manifest, 








CINCHONA BARK AUCTIONS OF 
1898. 


The figures hereto appended show 
that the offerings of bark at the Amster: 
dam auction during the twelve months 
of the year 1898 have been exceptionally 
heavy, as compared with those of pre= 
vious years, but the sales total less qui- 
nine sulphate than in 1896. The unit 
was on the whole almost as good as in 
1897, which was the best since 1893. It 
fell from 6.9 Dutch cents in January to 
4.lc. in May and 4.05c. in October, but 
has since risen, in face of the large 
shipments, to 4%c. As stated above, 
the bark offered much exceeds previous 
records, but the quantity sold (equiva- 
lent to 8,318,800 oz. of quinine sulphate) 
is not much in excess of last year. 

This is most likely due to the higher 
unit as it is well known that manufac- 
turers now use up the bark as soon as 
they buy it and do not allow it to be in 
the warehouses until prompt day as 
was once the case. 

The shipments enumerated below are 
January-November and _ represent, in 
the majority of cases, nineteen-twen- 
tieths of the year’s supply:

The published analyses of the last 
Amsterdam auction do not show the 
cinchonidine content of the succirubra 
bark, which is now the dearest, rela- 
tively, the price obtained at the sales 
being 10c. per unit, while the quinine 
unit was 4%c. Last week’s quinine 
unit varied from 4%c. to 5%c., but bark 
equal to 18,710 kilos. quinine sulphate 
sold at 4%c. to ic. The highest price 
paid for an individual parcel was 75\%c. 
per half-kilo for fine long quill succiru- 
bra bark. The highest quinine-sulphate 
equivalent was 9.21 per cent. in a Led- 
geriana bark of Government culture; 
this sold at 41%c. to 47%c. per half-kilo

PaINT TRADE CONDITIONS AND 
. PROSPECTS. 


It has been many years since the 
paint trade’ has experienced such a 
good fall business as that of 1898. The 
demand for all descriptions of paints 
and colors was somewhat curtailed dur- 
ihg the early part of the year, owing 
to the unsettled conditions growing out 
of our little unpleasantness with Spain, 
but when it was found that the war 
was over the balance was immediately 
restored, and the hesitating policy of 
buyers disappeared. From August to 
the closing week of December trade 
was brisk. It was not marked by those 
speculative spurts which in previous 
years have given short-lived activity 
to the market, with the inevitable re- 
action, but there has been a steady, 
healthy movement, which has carried 
directly into consumption an immense 
quantity of goods, 

The conditions which have brought 
about this result still exist, and already 
have produced an influence on forward 
trade. In the West and Southwest 
particularly the abundant crops have 
brought an influx of money which has 
created an era of prosperity in sections 
which have long felt the pinch of hard 
times. With the increase in the buying 
capacity of the people all industries in 
these parts of the country have re- 
vived. Prominent among the businesses 
affected has been the paint trade, and, 
according to advices received here, the 
movement of all kinds of pigments and 
paints of late into consumption has been 
large, particularly on orders for for- 
ward delivery. In the Eastern and Mid- 
dle States, while trade has been good 
this fall, a more conservative feeling 
has prevailed, and though more dispo- 
sition has been shown to stock up in 
advance of requirements, the movement 
does not appear to have been so large 
as in Western trade centers. 

A feature of the situation is the much 
better feeling among manufacturers, 
based on the improved prospects for 
spring trade. While competition pre- 
vents any marked improvement in 
prices, there is, on the other hand, less 
pressure to sell, and a_ steadier tone 
pervades the market than has been ob- 
servable for a number of years at this 
season. The policy so long pursued by 
distributers of buying from hand to 
mouth has left them poorly equipped 
to supply wants of consumption, and 
with every indication pointing to a 
large demand during the next few 
months, manufacturers and dealers feel 
confident of obtaining full if not better 
prices, and are disposed to hold hack 
awaiting results. 

The lead products are all in a good 
position, and any change, it is believed, 
will be in an upward direction. The 
strong tone of the market for the pig 

-metal and the advancing prices for lin- 
seed oil are expected to be felt in the 
white lead market, especially as zincs 
are still strongly tending upward. So 
far, however, the corroders have given 
no intimation of an intention to ad- 
vance prices. The demand for Ameri- 
can zine oxide has been phenomenal 
for weeks past, and still continues to be 
active, Exporters have been among 
the largest buyers, and American zincs 
promise to hold in European markets a 
position almost if not quite as promi- 
nent as that so long assigned to the 
French product on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

Two prominent articles in the paint 
market which for a number of years 
past have been demoralized by exces- 
sive competition will in all probability 
be put on a substantial foundation in 
the near future and an opportunity 
given the makers and handlers of these 


























-lative interests, will continue. 


goods to make at least a reasonable 
profit. We refer to whiting and barytes. 
As stated elsewhere, a syndicate of 
prominent Eastern manufacturers of 
whiting has been organized to regu- 
late the output, and prices of whiting 
and putty in this vicinity, and it is in- 
timated that it will eventually bring 
under its control the large Western 
concerns, thus putting an end to the 
disastrous competition which has made 
difficult, if not impossible, the realiz- 
ing of profits by either the produweer or 
the middle man. It is undersiood that 
the barytes manufacturers, 
trade has been badly cut up by com- 
petition, also propose to come to an 
agreement which will have for its ob- 
ject the putting of the industry on a 
plane which will insure reasonable re- 
turns to all those engaged in it. The 
only article on the list which seems to 
have an uncertain future is paris green, 
but as the situation in that article was 
carefully reviewed in our last issue it

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FACTS AND THEORIES ABOUT 
FLAXSEED. 


When a man can point to facts and 
conditions which support him in his 
views, those views are entitled to more 
consideration than we would be justi- 
fied in giving to mere theoretical argu- 
ments. The linseed oil bulls started 
out with theories, As events turn these 
theories into facts, men who laughed 
at the theoretical bulls have them- 
selves, much against their wills, become 
practical bulls by buying seed on an 
advancing market. 

Early in the season when oil was sell- 
ing at 31 to 33 cents, estimates of the 
seed crop were all the way up to 22,000,- 
000 bushels. As the time for marketing 
the crop came, and the seed came to 
town more gingerly than had been ex- 
pected, a million or two bushels would 
occasionally be knocked off the esti- 
mate. When last we wrote on this sub- 
ject 16,000,000 was considered a fair 
estimate, but now those who are in a 
position to know as much about the 
flax crop as its very uncertain and fre- 
quently deceptive nature will permit, 
regard that figure as excessive by not 
less than a couple of million bushels. 

What is yet in the farmers’ hands no 
one knows, and so every one has an 
equal right to his guess, but regarding 
the so-called visible supply something 
more definite may be said. A careful 
estimate puts the visible supply of the 
‘98 crop, up to Dec, 1, at 11,000,000 bush- 
els; of these, 6,000,000 bushels have gone 
into consumption and 2,000,000 bushels 
have been exported. This leaves a bal- 
ance of 3,000,000 bushels in sight. Of 
the last crop about 3,000,000 bushels 
were marketed between Dec. 1 and the 
end of the crop year—July 31. If the 
Same quantity came out of the farms 
this year during the corresponding 
period of time, it would run the amount 
of the present crop so far undisposed 
of up to 6,000,000 bushels, making the 
total crop 14,000,000 bushels. At the rate 
at which seed are now making their ap- 
pearance—say, half a million bushels, 
or a little the rise thereof, for Decem- 
ber—it is not believed that the estimate 
of seed yet in the hands of the planters 
is small. 

With seed at present quotations, oil 
could well be 2 or 3 or 4 cents per gallon 
higher without going beyond a parity, 
and it is by no means certain that seed 
will stop where they are. In fact, the 
indications are that the rise from 
natural causes helped along by specu- 
When 
the price reaches a certain point both 
bulis and bears will doubtless conclude 
that they have had enough, and a more 
settled market will be the _ result. 
Whether the market will become steady 
at the high point, or break first, and 
settle down to a humdrum range after- 
ward, is a matter which a good many 
people would pay a pretty price to have 
a foresight into. At any rate, things 
can hardly remain in their present wild 
state long. 

Nor are all the indications favorable 
to a rise. For several weeks past, 
reaching back prior to the time when 
the advance began, the demand for oil 
has been thrown on crushers outside 
the National Company. (It is reasona- 
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ble to suppose, also, that the National 
has not been on the market as a buyer 
of seed.) Supposing that the National 
now comes on the scene of action and it 
turns out that there is more oil and 
seed in the combine than has been esti- 
mated, and that buyers are filled up, 
the result could not be other than a 
merry war. 

Our Chicago report in this issue 
throws some light on the situation, as it 
is viewed by those near the primary 
markets. As to the Argentine crop, 
which will make its appearance about 
Feb. 1, but little can be said now, Some 
years it is a big factor on the market 
here, and others its influence is a negli- 
gible quantity. It is now believed that 
the general prosperity of the country 
will increase the consumption of oil, 
and in that case, should the home crop 
prove inadequate to the demand made 
upon it, Argentine goods will naturally 
find a profitable market here. The In- 
dian crop, however, is too far off to 
have much effect upon our markets, ex- 
cept when we compete for export trade. 
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STRONG MARKET FOR PIG LEAD 


The course of the market for pig lead 
during the past month has been steadily 
upward, and as this has been at a time 
of year when ordinarily the market is 
depressed, it is the more notable. The 
causes for an advance in price are not 
obscure and are natural ones, resuiting 
from altered conditions cf supply and 
demand. The receipts at St. Louis dur- 
ing the past year were nearly 150,000 
pigs less than they were during the 
year preceding, and as the requirements 
for consumption were larger, there was 
a material shrinkage in the visible sup- 
ply, which the owners were not slow to 
take advantage of to their material in- 
terest. During the past month there 
has been no cessation in the demand, 
such as is usual during the last month 
of the year, and holders have offered 
their supplies sparingly, notwithstand- 
ing that ever-increasing prices have 
been offered. The hesitancy of holders 
to offer their supplies has apparently 
stimulated the demand, and as the re- 
quirements for consumption continue 
large, the prospects appear to warrant 
the expectation of still higher prices. 
As compared with a year ago, the dif- 
ference is not important, although the 
conditions differ greatly, the tendency 
at that time being to a lower range of 
market values, while the demand was 
normal for the season. The market for 
lead ore, on the other hand, was con- 
siderably higher a year ago than it is 
at the present time, but during the past 
week prices have advanced, and late ad- 
vices from Joplin indicate a strong 
probability of further increase in price 
soon to be announced. It may be taken 
for granted that, although the holders 
of pig lead may be said to at present 
be masters of the situation, they will 
not force the price much above that at 
which the product can be unimported. 
The imports during the past month 
have shown a considerable increase, al- 
though they were comparatively light 
during the first half of the year, and 
the higher prices now ruling for the 
domestic product will tend to encour- 
age further importations. It is not to 
be expected that the higher prices will 
affect the demand, the consumption be- 
ing little influenced by variations in 
cost, but, as already referred to, the or- 
dinary source of supplies may feel the 
effects by reason of diversion to others. 
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Among the changes which occurred 
on the first of the year was that of the 
firm of Arnold, Peck & Co., of Provi- 
dence, R. I., which is succeeded by 
Arnold, Hoffman & Co., the oldest 
dyestuff house now in_ existence, 
having succeeded to the business of 
Earl P. Mason, which was established 
in 1815. The present firm is composed 
of young and active men, who make a 
specialty of East India goods, more par- 
ticularly indigo, of which they are now 
the largest importers. In addition to 
their large and increasing deye busi- 
ness, they are the selling agents of the 
products of the Mathieson Alkali Works 
—alkali, caustic soda and  bleach- 
ing powder. The Reporter joins with 
their many friends in the trade in wish- 
ing them a prosperous and succcessful 


year.

morning session was by Augustus E. 
Knorr on “A New Method for the Sep- 
aration of Arsenic, Antimony, Selerium 
and Tellurium from One Another and 
from Other Metals.’’ Essentially his 
method was the employment of gaseous 
hydrochloric acid and distillation with 
sulphuric acid, also using various 
strengths and temperatures in his ex- 
periments, the results which he gave. 
The reading of these several papers on 
kindred subjects led to some interest- 
ing discussion by the authors of these 
communications. The meeting then ad- 
journed to allow the members to take 
a train for Newark, N. J., where a 
luncheon had been provided by the New 
Jersey Zinc Co., whose works they then 
examined, Later in the afternoon visits 
for the purpose of inspection were made 
to the Balbach Smelting and Refining 
Company, the P. Reilly Patent Leather 
Works, the Murphy Varnish Company, 
the Knickerbocker Cement Company 
and other works in Newark. 

In the evening the Society met again 
in the Assembly Hall of the Chemical 
Club for the purpose, in the first place, 
of transacting necessary business. 
Among the reports presented was that 
by the secretary detailing the progress 
of the Society during the year. He 
mentioned the establishment of the 
3oston section, known more exactly as 
the North East section, and it was fur- 
ther announced that the new Orleans 
section which had never perfected its 







































































organization had been dissolved. Tne 
library, numbering several thousand 


volumes, and including many valuable 
sets of chemical periodicals, was de- 
posited in the Chemical Club. The total 
membership was given as 1,415 persons, 
which indicated that 1898 had seen the 
greatest growth in number of members 
since the Society’s organization, The 
reports of the treasurer, librarian and 
other officers, together with the reports 
of various standing committees, were 
received and approved, Of the latter, 
that in the correct spelling of the two 
elements into which the former didy- 
mium had been divided into, namely, 
neodynium and forasedynium, instead 
of the longer spelling, is worthy of note, 
A valuable report pertaining to patent 
legislation was received and referred to 
the council for final action, Unquestion- 
ably a standing committee will be 
named later to influence national legis- 
lation toward remedying certain defects 
in the patent laws that seem to operate 
against the best interests of chem- 
ists, (List in S. and B.) On the conclu- 
sion of the business a brilliant lecture 
in French was delivered by Prof. R. 
Pictet on “Chemical Phenomena at Low 
Temperature.” He made solid carbon 
dioxide, and then, placing a test tube 
comaining hydrochloric acid into the 
carbonle acid and sinking a piece of 
metallic sodium into the test tube, he 
showed that the temperature was so 
low that no reaction took place, It was 
not until the temperature was raised 
sufficiently that the well-known decom- 
position occurred with the liberation of 
the hydrogen gas. 

Perhaps the most important, as well 
as the most interesting, feature of the 
public business transacted was the 
announcement that the ballots of the 
members had been cast for Prof. Ed- 
ward Williams Mosley as president for 
the ensuing year. Prof. Mosley fills 
the chair of chemistry in Adelbert Col- 
lege of the Western Rerserve Univer- 
sity in Cleveland, O., and is best known 
for his determination of the atomic 
weight of oxygen, a research in which 
he was engaged for more than ten 
years, and when completed fixed be- 
yond dispute that most important fac- 
tor in chemistry, for it will be remem- 
bered that the values of other elements 
are in many cases dependent upon the 
determination of that of oxygen. Prof 
Mosley has presided over the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, and is also a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences, 


The annual retiring address by the 
president followed. Prof. Charles B. 
Munroe, who for many years was chem- 
ist of the U. S. Torpedo Corps and in 
charge of the gun cotton factory at 
Newport, R. I, naturally chose as the 
subject of his address a topic on which 
he may be regarded as facile princeps 
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the authority in this country, namely, 
that of explosives, and he discussed 
more particularly the class of sudden 
explosions which from time to time 
have startled the pwhblic by their dis- 
astrous results. He spoke of the well- 
known dust explosions that occurred 
some years ago in the grain mills of 
the Northwest, and then taking up the 
more recent explosion that roused the 
inhabitants of Washington from their 
peaceful occupations one Sunday even- 
ing in the early autumn of this year 
by its loud thunder, followed closely 
by the newsboy cries of “Explosion of 
the Capitol!” Suggestions of the Maine 
disaster and fear lest some enemy of 
the country had wreaked his vengeance 
on the legislative halls of the nation 
came quickly to the mind, but the calm 
and quiet of the judicial investigation 
showed but too clearly that escaping 
gas was the cause of the disaster. 
Prof, Munroe demonstrated his convic- 
tions by numerous lantern slides, and 
the force of his spoken argument be- 
camte more evident as the working of 
the mind yielded to the demonstration 
of the eye. 

When the meeting adjourned the 
council of the society took up its labors, 
and long into the night continued their 
discussions as to the business of the so- 
ciety. 

It was some time after the appointed 
hour on the next morning, Dec. 28, that 
the chemists gathered in that palace 
of chemistry, the new Havemeyer Hall 
of Columbia University, to listen to 
the words of welcome from President 
Seth Low. Prof. Chandler of Columbia 
followed with a brief historical account 
of the development of chemistry 
in Columbia _ since his coming to 


that institution in 1863, telling 
how in every instance the equip- 
ment had proved inadequate to the 
demand upon the chemical depart- 


ment, even the new Havemeyer Hall, 
the gift of one of the merchant princes 
of New York, was already proving too 
small for the steady advancement of 
chemistry. 

The first paper presented before the 
society was on “The Potato and Cas- 
sava Industries in the United States” 
by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley of the De- 
partment of Agriculture in Washing- 
ton. Dr. Wiley has recently visited the 
various headquarters of the starch in- 
dustry in the United States and col- 
lected much information for his depart- 
ment. He mentioned the localities vis- 
ited and insisted on the growing im- 
portance of the industry, His paper 
will be published later in full as a Bul- 
letin of the Division of Chemistry. 
“Notes on the Estimation of Carbohy- 
drates,” by Dr. F. W. Traphagen and 
W. M. Cobleigh, was the title of the next 
paper presented. It rehearsed the va- 
rious steps in the investigation, with 
results given. The plan recommended 
was the volumetric method, using a 
copper solution, oxidizing to copper 
oxide, and then titrating with potas- 
sium permanganate. Dr. James F. Nor- 
ris followed, with an abstract of his lab- 
oratory investigations on “The Action 
of Iodine on the Fatty Animals,” indi- 


cating by formulae written on the 
blackboard the different compounds 
formed. The next paper was “On the 


Constitution of Some Canadian Baryto- 
Celestites.’’ This paper, as indicated by 
its title, was a series of analytical re- 
sults of the composition of those very 


interesting minerals in which barium 
and strontium partially replace each 
other. Mr. A. C. Langmeier was the 


next speaker, and he presented a series 
of papers, the first of which was “A 


New Method for the Determination of 
Zine,” which coasisted essentially of 


treating the solution with hydrogen di- 
sulphide, oxidizing with nitric acid, and 
then heating intensely over a_ blast 
lamp. This he followed by a ‘Note on 
Dronn’s Method of Determining Sili- 
con,” in which he recommended the em- 
ployment of a leather strap to hold the 
beaker when the glass was shaken. ‘‘The 
Determination of Arsenic in Glycer- 
ine” was the third of Mr. Langmeier’s 
papers. The author advised as the re- 
sult of his experience a modification of 
Polensky’s method. The arsenic was 
determined by the Marsh method and 
the mirror weighed in a tube of known 
weight. The final paper was a series of 
‘“‘Laboratory Notes.” He advocated the 
use of bromine in dissolving copper 
mattes; also the employment of the 
calorimetric method in the determina- 
tion of platinum, and he detailed his 
method of analyzing the rare mineral 
monazite. An interesting discussion fol- 
lowed, in which the source of the ar. 
senic fluid in glycerine was discussed 
and the opinion generally prevailed that 
it came from the acid used in the man- 
ufacture of the products. The refer- 


ence to the rare elements contained in 
monazite brought out an exceeding in- 
teresting discussion concerning the best 
methods of analysis and it was quite 
clear that even chemists could disagree.

A meeting of the council was held in 
the afternoon and before leaving Co-

There, 
in the oldest remaining hall of chem- 
istry in this city, the honored Nestor 
of New York chemists bid them wel- 
come in the same cordial way that he 
has ever extended to his fellow scien- 
tists in the half century of his pro- 
fessional career. And in that forcible 
Way that has so often carried convic- 
tion to student, colleague or jury the 
one-armed hero of many hard-fought 
contests exhibited the laurels of his tri- 
umphs as he recounted his experiences 
and mentioned the brilliant academies 
that he had addressed in the years 
that have gone. It is pleasant to re- 
member that when Abel made his re- 
tiring address a few years since before 
the British Association, he named only 
two Americans who had distinguished 
themselves in technical chemistry, 
namely, Doremus for his contributions 
to the knowledge of gunpowder, and 
Castner for his valuable researches in 
the alkalies. Both were New Yorkers. 


The old City College will soon disap- 
pear, but it is pleasant to have partici- 
pated in one of its triumphs, perhaps 
the last, for indeed the piece de re- 
sistance offered to the chemists during 
the present meeting was the exhibition 
of liquid air by its inventor, Mr.

Alcohol, and for convenience whisky | 
was used, when poured into the liquid 
air froze at once and the frappe was 
handed around among the audience. As 


the bubbling liquid passes to air the 
nitrogen vaporizes first and the oxy- 


gen soon follows. This property was 
then taken advantage of by Prof. Dore- 
mus to burn a diamond in oxygen, an 
experiment ever interesting and pleas- 
ing to an audience. And so the most 
brilliant of chemical discoveries at the 
close of a century filled with wonder- 
ful achievement in that particular 
science was shown to a distinguished 
gathering of chemists, among whom 
was R, Pictet, the first to liquefy air, 
making it an event in the history of 
chemistry that those who were present 
will never forget. 

When the audience left the venerable 
lecture room, evening time had come 
and the chemists separated only to 
gather again in a short hour in the 
banquet hall of the Waldorf-Astoria. 
There a dinner complimentary to the 
members of the out-of-town sections 
was given by the New York Section. 
Gastronomy is not chemistry, but the 
chemists showed themselves apprecia- 
tive of the viands spread before them 
and the menu was a choice one. When 
the coffee was served, Dr. William Mc-

Western consumers 
have been the chief buyers, though the 
East has been at last waked up, and for 
the closing week of the Vear a large 
business has been done as compared 
with previous years. There is some talk 
around the trade that prices for the 
lead products will be advanced early in 
1899, but those in a position te know de- 
cline to affirm this réport, and beyond 
the statement that such action, should 
it be done, would only be in conformity 
with the advances which are taking 
placc in kindred lines of trade, they are 
silent. The deliveries of both dry and 
lead in oil upon regular contracts the 
past month have beef unusually large 
as compared with last for the 
same period. One reason assigned for 
this large increase arises from the fact 
that not since 1892 has the outlook for 
an exceptionally large spring business 
been so promising as at the present mo- 
ment.

(Special Correspondence 
Administration of Custom Laws. 


Dec, 1898, 


It is now understood that Senator 
Platt’s sub-committee on administrative 
customs laws will have a meeting soon 
after the holidays at which a formal de- 
cision will be reached as to whether any 
action shall be taken upon the evidence 
recently gathered in New York. While 
the outlook has been unpromising for 
any action, yet much sentiment has been 
created among other members of the 
Senate Finance Committee by the peru- 
sal of the evidence taken by Senators 
Platt and Jones, which now in the 
possession of the full committee. As- 
sistant Secretary Howell also has. re- 
viewed the testimony, and has been 
much impressed with its important fea- 
tures. As Mr. Howell has been engaged 
for several months in examining the 
customs laws, with a view to making 
such recommendations to Congress as 
seemed desirable, his opinions concern- 
ing the disclosures made to Senator 
Platt’s committee in New York will be 
of special interest. To the reporter's 
correspondent he said: 

“I think the most important points 
brought out by the investigation are 
the apparent injustice of requiring bona 
fide purchasers to invoice their goods 
at purchase price when such price 
higher than market price at the date of 
shipment, and the unanimity of senti- 
ment oh the part of the importers re- 
garding the desirability of a margin for 
undervaluations below which penalties 
shall be assessed, 

“Concerning the invoicing of goods at 
purchase price, I have always felt that 
this was a genuine hardship of which 
the purchasing importer has a right to 
complain. The law operates disadvan- 
tageously in several ways. In the first 
place, it compels a bona fide importer 
to pay duties that are not required froem 
a shipper of consigned goods who may 
export identical goods on the same day. 
The Government may derive some small 
advantage in the way of increased rev- 
enue, but ultimately it loses, for the 
purchasing importer finds himself com- 
pelled to buy his goods in this country, 
and thus the importing business is 
thrown into the hands of the shippers 
of consigned goods, which cause the 
customs officers so much trouble. 

“While I freely concede the justice of

What is the 
consequence? I am informed that the 
District Judge of the United States 
at New York has, within a compara- 
tively recent period, decided that when 
ihe Government seizes goods for un- 
dervaluation, alleging fraud, it waives 
the duties and can only have the 
goods. If the Government does not es- 
iablish a fraud, or at least if the im- 
porter establishes that there was no 
fraud, he would seem to get his goods. 
If the duties have been waived I do not 
know what the consequence will be, 
but it occurs to me that the Govern- 
ment has lost the duties all around and 
the man gets his goods for nothing.” 

Senator Platt was much interested in 
this statement, and a copy the de- 
cision referred to, which was handed 
down by Judge Brown in the United 
States Circuit Court, has been procured, 
in order to determine its probable 
scope, and whether any legislation 
seems necessary in the interest of the 
Government, 

The question to whether the 
Finance Committee will take any ac- 
tion at the present session is not the 
only consideration of importance to the 
business community at this time.

Rulings of Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Washington, Dec. 30, 1898. 

The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue has promulgated a ruling in which 
he holds that the decisions of the Com- 
missioner are authoritative and cannot 
be overruled by any other executive of- 
ficer, and that appeal to the courts can 
vunly be made after taxes have been 
paid and application for refunding re- 
jected by the Commissioner. This rul- 
ing has an important bearing upon a 
Jarge number of applications now be- 
fore the Treasury Department in which 
the writers seek to have the Commis- 
sioner’s rulings revised by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, or the question at 
issue referred to the Attorney-General 
for review. 

The ruling referred to has arisen upon 
the application of Mr. F. H. Platt of the 
United States Express Company, who 
recently protested against the Commis- 
sioner’s decision declaring telegraphic 
money orders to be taxable. The new 
ruling of the Commissioner, together 
with the facts in the case, are set forth 
by the Commissioner in a letter to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue, as fol- 
flows: 

“This office instructed you to advise 
Mr. Platt that an order for the transfer 
-* money by telegraph, within the 
Unitea States, requires a 2-cent stamp 
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as order for the payment of money at | 
sight or on demand, and the message | 
transmitting the order requires a 1-cent 


stamp, as required by law on tele- 
graphic messages, and not a 2-cent 


stamp on each $100 or fraction thereof. 


“On Nov. Mr. Platt acknowledged 
the receipt of your instructions pursu- 


99 


ant to the foregoing, and made the 
following statement: 
“‘As this is a legal question upon 


which there is room for reasonable dif- 
ference of opinion, and as we think that 
the the Commissioner of 
Internal is not in accordance 
with the law, may we suggest to you 
that the matter be immediately sub- 
mitted by you to the United States At- 
torney, with a view to having the ques- 
tion submitted to the United States 
Court on an agreed statement of facts? 
In that way we can obtain an author- 
itative decision on the subject without 
any delay.’ 

“You will please inform Mr. Platt that 
the internal revenue tax is not col- 
lected through the courts, and the de- 
cisions of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue on the subject are authorita- 
tive, and no other executive officer has 
the power to overrule them. The courts 
can be appealed to after the Commis- 
sioner’s decisions have been complied 
with, and not before. The statutes pro- 
vide the machinery for the appeal after 
application has been made to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue for re- 
funding. 

“Mr. Platt seems to labor under a 
grave misapprehension in regard to the 
manner in which the internal revenues 
are collected. If persons who objected 
to the decisions of a Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue were at liberty to ap- 
peal to the courts before payment, very 
few dollars would flow into the Treas- 
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ury, at least for the first few years 
after an internal revenue bill was en- 
acted. The statutes have, therefore, 
wisely provided that no suit for the 
purpose of restraining the assessment 
or collection of any tax shall be main- 
tained in any court (sec. 3224, Rev. 


Stat.). 

“You are, therefore, directed, if you 
find that the United States Express 
Company has not been complying with 
the law, as above defined by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, to call 
on said company for a return of the 
amount of taxes not so paid, and on 
failure to receive such a return you will 
proceed to make an assessment, from 
the best information you can obtain, 
evoering the amount. This assessment, 
if not paid after due notice, must be 
collected by distraint, and after pay- 
ment Mr. Platt can seek his remedy, 
if so disposed, through the courts.” 

It is further stated in the Internal 
Revenue Bureau that the cases which 
have been referred to the Attorney- 
General and his assistants for opinion 
have been sent to the Department of 
Justice at the instance of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue solely, and 
not upon appeals by applicants for rul- 
ings. The bureau is flooded with re- 
quests that its adverse decisions be re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General with an 
opportunity for oral argument, but, ex- 
cept in cases where the Commissioner 
himself is in doubt as to the question at 
issue, these applications are uniformly 
denied.

ORANGE PEEL. 

In the protest of Parke, Davis & Co., 
of New York, the goods consisted of 
orange peel. It was assessed for duty 
at two cents per pound, under para- 
graph 267 of the act of 1897, and was 
claimed to be entitled to free admis- 
sion, under paragraph 627, and in ac- 
cordance with G. A, 4,161. 

The board of General Appraisers held 
that the merchandise in the present 
case Was not similar to that covered by 
the above decision, holding that it had 
undergone a process of manufacture by 
being shredded and also artificially 
dried and found, accordingly, that it 
was dried orange peel and overruled 
the protest. 


Lead Ore. 

Solicitor General Richards has ren- 
dered an opinion in which he holds that 
under section 29 of the tariff act of 
July 24, 1897, if the refined metal set 
aside as the product of imported lead 
ore is not re-exported within six 
months from the date of the receipt of 
the ore, the regular duties must be paid 
on the imported ore, and not upon the 
refined metal produced therefrom,

LINSEEBD.—City’ crushers have an- 
nounced another advance, and are now 
quoting 42c. per gallon for lots of less 
than five barrels, and 1c. less for five- 
barrel lots or over, delivered at one 
time. Boiled oil is 2c. more than the 
raw. Out of town goods rule 1%@2c, 
less than city. Calcutta oil is steady 
at 54e. An editorial on the flaxseed 
situation appears in this number 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—The mar- 
ket has been further strengthened by 
the free buying of Texas oils on the part 
of Western refiners, packers and soap 
makers, at prices ranging from 15'44@ 
1614c, for March and April delivery, 
according to location and quality of oil. 
Late advices from Texas say: ‘The 
packers in the West are taking oil quite 
freely from those districts outside of 
Texas that are able to make an oil that 
is at all suitable for their purposes. I 
cannot help but think that the tre- 
mendous cash trade that has been done 
in lard is giving packers.more confi- 
dence in that line, this with the large 
decrease in stocks, and the poor quality 
of hogs being marketed, ought, I should 
think, to have its effect sooner or later, 
so that while off oils may not appreciate 
much in value, I think that later on 
we must have considerably better prices 
for choice goods. If you take into con- 
sideration that the fats and greases 
generally have been strong, and in scime 
cases have advanced materially, while 
cotton oil has been left in the lurch, on 
account of the quantities being made, 
but these low prices should increase the 
consumption very materially. 

We have had wretched weather this 
entire month, and the roads have been 
so upset, that little or nothing has 
moved in the way of cotton or seed. 
There is still some cotton to be picked 
and while there is a good deal of talk 
about cotton in the field that will never 
get out, I do not take so much stock 
in such, because the average farmer 
can secure a profit of about $10 per bale 
on everything that he gets out from the 
field from now on, and it is not likely 
that he is going to throw this away. 
I think that the mills in Texas are very 
easy on sales, and there is not much 
disposition to concede anything from 
the prices they have been getting, this 
seems generally to be the case. It looks 
as though the crushes of the Texas 
mills this season would’ be about the 
same as last, providing, of course, that 
the weather will become good enough 
for the farmer to pick out the bal- 
ance of his crop. The crop of the State 
and Territory will be a little larger 
than last year, although the crop of 
this district is somewhat reduced. 
There is also an increased demand for 
round lots in the Valley and Atlantic 
sections as well, but the scarcity of 
tank cars restricts what no doubt would 
be a large business. The quality of oil 
in these sections does not show much 
improvement, hence the large demand 
for Texas oil which is a fine quality 
this season. The sales here are of a 
jobbing nature at 174%@l18c., about 600 
bbls. being taken within the range, and 
from 250 to 400 tanks of Texas crude at 
154@16%e., as to quality. 

REFINED.—The week closes with a 
steadily hardening tendency which is 
most pronounced on the high grades of 
refined oil, but even ordinary grades of 
prime of the season have, contrary to 
expectations, exhibited remarkable 
firmness at about 22c. ex dock New

York. The foreign markets have as yet 
responded very slightly, and the activ- 
ity of American consumers and traders 
have largely been based on a conviction 
that foreign markets will have to pay 
higher prices for cotton oil after the 
holidays. The season is now sufficient- 
ly advanced to enable us to pass final 
judgment as regards quality of the oil 
made in the Atlantic States, and while 
there has been some improvement in 
the quality of later arrivals, it cannot 
be expected that this improvement 
should continue further, and with the 
returns all in it is only the section west 
of the Mississippi River that now of- 
fers any considerable quantity of de- 
sirable grades. The advance which has 
taken place in tallow and lard the past 
week has imparted strength to the mar- 
ket, especially for choice grades of yel- 
low that will bleach. Makers of white 
and winter yellow are talking 30c. 
Meanwhile they are only selilng a lim- 
ited quantity of either at 27144@28c, The 
Union Oil Company of Providence ad- 
vanced their winter oils 1c. to-day. The 
foreign markets are all better, but have 
not yet responded to the advance here 
for the reason there are large shipments 
afloat and to be shipped early in Jan- 
uary, which were purchased at lower 
figures, and until these have gone into 
channels for consumption further pur- 
chases are not expected at the mo- 
ment. There has been considerable 
business done in prime yellow and good 
off grades around 21%@22c., and at 
22%c. for a choice grade. There has 
been more demand at the outports, and 
sales have been made at New Orleans 
of several round lots at 19%@20c. for 
off yellow and at this port at 2le. The 
year closes with every prospect of 
an early advance of all grades 
of cotton oil, in sympathy with 
the general improvement, which is 
taking place in all lines of trade, in 
other words, expansion is the order of 
the day. No matter what our personal 
opinions may be in the matter, the 
merchant who gets on board the train 
and follows the market is the one who 
will not be left with those who sit down 
and talk about the good old ways of 
doing business. Much as they are 
to be appreciated, they won’t bring the 
grist to the mill. The Reporter extends 
to its many cotton oil friends a happy 
and prosperous business for the new 
year, The sales reported comprise 400 
bbls. prime yellow at 21%c., 2,200 bbls.

Already very many and detailed dis- 
sertations have been written in papers 
about this kind of soap, but I per- 
suaded myself to take it up so that 
the following article will find grate 





ful readers, as I will not enter upon 
everything concerning mottled soap, 
but it is my intention to descfibe in 


every respect one of my proven tests 
of the process for the restoration of the 
mentioned soap. 

Place 1,415 lbs. of water 
heat the same to 60° R. and 
completely dissolve 98 lbs. cale, soda 
of 98%, 102 lbs. potash of 99%, 30 Ibs. 
salt and 50 Ibs. chloride of lime in it 
with the crutch, When all is dissolved, 
then add 165 lbs. caustic soda of 125 to

Nevertheless, especial care is to be 
taken that the solution is not too hot 
for the addition of the drum soda; the 
latter itself develops great warmth as 
soon as it dissolves in water, and boil- 
ing over can very easily take place. 

After the drum soda is dissolved, let

all be cooled and remove and measure 
the solution with a Beaume lye bal- 
ance; the latter must indicate 27°. 
Now draw the separated lye into a 
second kettle, make a fire thereunder 
and let the settlings dissipate, whereby 
a frequent crutching is recommended 
for the purpose of more rapid dissolu- 
tion, 

These operations I generally perform 
in the afternoon, and let everything 
stand over night, which at the same 
time has the advantage that the soap 
cools, and the next morning has the 
correct temperature of about 60° to 62 
R. In Winter it is advisable to cover 
the kettle. 

On the following morning the first 
step is to take the temperature again, 
If this has the proper amount of 
warmth (60°-62° R.), then proceed to 
add the palm kernel oil. If, however, 
the soap should have become cold, that 
is, below 60° R., then make a quick fire 
Which will soon bring the soap to the 
proper temperature. Now add 980 Ibs. 
of palm kernel oil, preferably in liquid 
form, that being most advantageous, as 
it is always present in steam soap man- 
ufactories, and in order to quicken the 
process of mixing by crutching. As 
soon as it is well mixed, which usually 
takes place rapidly, and the soap spins 
well, add 20 lbs. of silicate of soda of 
38° B., and coloring (ca. % Ib. blue or 
2% Ibs. red), which has been dissolved 
in warm water, which is to be mixed 
in a pot with about 40 lbs, of reserved 
solution, The filling is now added to 
the soap in the kettle. The filling is put 
together in the following proportions: 

38 pounds water 
51 pounds salt 
51 pounds chloride of lime. 

The solution must indicate 16° B. 

Now crutch all well and take glass 
test; the same must slowly cool, and in 
the end be liquid in the centre. On 
looking through the glass test numer- 
ous small crystals should be observed 
If everything in the kettle has been 
accurately weighed and the operations 
were undertaken with the temperature 


mentioned above, then these charac- 
teristics will agree. At any rate, add 


some potash solution, 

If the soap is normal then it is placed 
In the form which had best be pro- 
tected by blankets in Winter. Now 
cover the soap lightly and let it stand 
undisturbed for one hour. After the 
hour has expired examine it. If no 
marble appears—i. e., if the soap has 
almost uniform red or blue color—then 


it is too strong. Several pounds of 
kernel oil must be added and well 
crutched. If well developed marbling 


should be present about the size of a 


large kernel of rice, the soap is too 
weak. Carefully add potash lye of 
about 25° to 28° B. and wait an hour. 


In this manner one will soon have at- 
tained some dexterity in proper regula- 


tion. One continues with the addition 
of lye or oil, as respectively required, 
until the marbling appears in small 


crystals of about 1% mm. in length. In 
Summer leave the soap uncovered and 
without blankets; in Winter, however, 
simply cover the soap with a layer of 
sacks or a cloth, and leave the blankets 
about it.—Der Seifenfabrikant,

belts. Where these fragile shifters are 
employed with the high speeded belts 
of to-day there is always danger of 
frictional heating and burning, as 
shown in figure 1. This example is 
taken from a recent shifter seen in a 
paper pulp plant where a ten-Inch wide 
belt, running at a high speed, was shift- 
ed from one pulley to the other on the 
drivink shaft by means of the light 
wood pins A A set into the shifting bar 
of wood. At one side the belt bore so 
hard against the pin as to bend up the 
edge as at C. This surface rubbed along 
the pin, producing friction and heat, 
which would in time undoubtedly burn 
off the pin and perhaps ignite the sur- 
rounding woodwork. But the actual fire 
was caused at the other pin, where the 
edge of the belt had cut into the wood 
at B. It is customary in some manufac- 
turing establishments to lubricate the 
pins of shifters by winding some hemp 
soaked in oil near the base of the pin, 
as at D. The oil gradually works up 
along the pin and tends to reduce fric- 
tion. In this particular case the action 
of the belt as it rubbed at great speed 
against the groove worn in the pin at 
B was to create intense heat, resulting 
at last in igniting the wood. The flames 
quickly spread to the oiled hemp and 
the bar began to burn. A conflagration 
was prevented only by the immediate 
discovery of the fire. This case is men- 
tioned because it was claimed that the 
fire was due to the use of a lubricant. 
The shiftless method of the application 
of the lubricant was overlooked. Belt 
shafters may be lubricated success- 





METAL SHIFTERS. 

Metallic shifters are employed in a 
great many manufacturing plants, and 
a few words about them will not be 
amiss. One reason why wood is desired 
by many, even though it is more liable 
to be heated and produce a fire, is that 
the wood is easier upOn the leather belt- 
ing. The iron shifters are effective in 
their work, but they lack the flexibil- 
ity of wood. Some years ago the old 
Boston & Lowell Railroad wished to 
make its roadbed as smooth as pos- 
sible, and with this end in view all the 
wood sleepers for a section or more 
were removed and granite used instead. 
The rails were secured direct to the 
firm stone. It was supposed that a per- 
fectly smooth road would result.

was found that the stiffness of the 
stone was disastrous to the rolling 
stock. The cars and engines were 
racked to pieces in a short time and the 
stone had to be replaced with wood 
sleepers again. It is abou: so with the 
belt shifters. There is a certain elas- 
ticity to the wood which absorbs the 
vibration and makes it easier for the 
belt. Still, iron shifters are in use, and 
the oil salesman will need to be familiar 
with them. One of the commonest 
styles is shown in Fig. 5, in which the 
belt is shifted by means of flanged 
metal wheels. The trouble here is that 
the bearings of these wheels are not 
regularly oiled. Being small, they are 
necessarily revolved at great speed 
when in contact with the belt, and 
heating and probable sparking may oc- 
cur if the lubricant is run out and the 
parts dry. It has been my habit to use 
oil cups on these bearings wherever I 
find them in isolated places and near

TWO CARELESS CASES. 

In another shoe factory the mill- 
wright bored through three floor beams 
to put through a shaft as in Fig. 11. 
The centre shaft settled, and of course 
bore down upon the shaft. Heating, 
charring and finally burning resulted, 
and until it was shown to his satisfac- 
tion the owner of the factory declared 
that the burning was due to the heating 
of non-effectively lubricated journals in 
the vicinity. 

In another instance some employe in 
a machine shop lost a bunch of waste 
around the shaft he was cleaning. The 
waste wound tightly between a hanger 
and a pulley as at G. The dry waste 
absorbed what little oil was near, 
caused the loose pulley to heat, burn 
out its bushings and nearly start a fire 
in the surrounding woodwork. Some 
one cut off the waste before the super- 
intendent came, so he declared that it 
was the fault of the lubricant, and ad- 
hered to his opinion until some pieces 
of the waste were found to show him.

Judge Boyd’s Opinion on the War 
Tax. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30, 1898. 
The opinion of Assistant Aittorney- 
General Boyd regarding the taxability 
of medicinal preparations under sched- 
vle B of the war revenue act has de- 
veloped sharp controversy between the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and the 


Department of Justice. The opin- 
ion rendered by Judge Boyd, the 
chief points of which were given 
in these dispatches last week, was 
intended by the writer to exempt 


from taxation all medicinal drugs and 
chemicals except such as were put up 


as proprietary, patented, or trade- 
marked preparations, or in forms simi- 
lar to such preparations. From this 


class, however, according to the opin- 
jon, there must also be exempt all 
preparations, no matter how put up, 
which may properly be regarded as un- 
compounded medicinal drugs and chem- 


icals.

“Soon after the decision of this case 
I requested District Attorney Burnett 
at New York to give the customary no- 
tice on appeal, but this action was 
taken in the routine of the office rather 
than with reference to the strength of 
the Government’s case. Since then I 
have received a letter from Mr. Bur- 
nett, in which he gives it as his opinion 
that the Government has no ground for 
an appeal, as he regards it as clear that 
the questions involved in the aristol 
case are purely questions of fact and 
not of law. It is the practice of this 
office where the United States Circuit 
Court makes a finding of fact to treat 
such finding as final and to appeal only 
upon questions of law. In my opinion 
there is no question of law involved in 






























this case, and therefore I do not see 
how an appeal can be taken.” 
In view of the importance of this 





class of cases, and of the difference of 
opinion between the Attorney-General’s 
office and the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue, the Reporter’s correspondent has 
obtained a statement from an official of 
the bureau as the basis upon which the 
Commissioner’s present determination 
to appeal from Judge Brown's decision 
rests. |The official referred to said: 

“In the first place, in the opinion of 
the bureau, Judge Boyd’s opinion does 
not contain any specific statement as to 
what constitutes an uncompounded 
drug. On this point he says: 

“‘*The inquiry as to what is 
compounded medicinal drug or 
compounded chemical is not, 
opinion, a question of law, but a ques- 
tion of fact, to be determined accord- 
ing to the general definition of the word 
uncompounded, or according to such 
technical meaning as has become at- 
tached to it as a pharmaceutical or 
medical term.’ 

“It is clear to my mind that this 
statement does not cover the point, for 
it leaves the construction of the word 
uncompounded to be made by this 
bureau, by collectors of internal rev- 
enue, or by the courts in separate cases, 
‘according to the general definition,’ or 
‘according to such technical meaning as 
has become attached to it as a pharma- 
ceutical or medical term.’ In other 
words, Judge Boyd—no matter what 
his convictions may be—does not de- 
cide the important question as to the 
proper construction to be put upon the 
term uncompounded, but leaves it for 
others to construe, 

“Now, according to the bureau's view 
of the aristol case, Judge Brown decided 
two important points; first, that Con- 
gress in enacting section 20 of the War 
Revenue Act, used the word ‘uncom- 
pounded’ in its mechanical and not its 
chemical or scientific sense; and second, 
that aristol was an uncompounded drug 
and entitled to an exemption from tax 
because of the proviso incorporated in 
section 20. Here, then, we have two de- 
cisions, the first of which, being an in- 
terpretation of the will of Congress, is 
plainly a question of law, and the see- 
ond, referring to the actual composition 
of the article, being a question of fact. 
The bureau does not deny that aristol is 
a single drug, not mixed with any other 
drug or agent, therefore we do not dis- 
pute the question of fact determined by 
Judge Brown. We do say, however, 
that what Congress meant in using the 
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word uncompounded was to exempt 
from taxation only such drugs as were 
chemically and scientifically simple and 
elemental, and not to exempt drugs and 
medicinal chemicals of complex, scien- 
tific or chemical construction. It will 
be seen that the only point which the 
bureau raises is as to the intent of Con- 
gress in the use of a word which has 
numerous meanings, two of which, at 
least, are diametrically opposed to each 
other in the construction which has 
been put upon them by this bureau and 
by the Circuit Court. In this view of 
the matter, therefore, the Commissioner 
feels that there is ample ground for an 
appeal on what is strictly a question of 
law. The office has a year in which to 
proceed with the appeal, and it is there- 
fore quite possible that no further ac- 
tion will be taken in the aristol case 
until other decisions along the same 
line have been rendered.” 

The officials of the Bureau are not yet 
in position to state whether other test 
cases will be brought involving the 
construction of the term ‘“uncompound- 
ed” as used in section 20, but there is 
reason to believe that a technical seiz- 
ure of other similar goods will be made 
within a short time in another judicial 
district, in order that the United States 
Circuit Court, with another Justice pre- 
siding, may be given an opportunity 
to rule upon the questions at Issue. 
The Bureau officials are considering 
the advisability of this plan for sev- 
eral reasons. In the first place, should 
a favorable decision be secured in an- 
other jurisdiction the manufacturers 
would be compelled to take the initia- 
tive in appealing to a higher court, and 
in the second place, it is thought that 
another Justice, even if he should ren- 
der a decision practically in line with 
that handed down by Judge Brown, 
might differentiate more clearly be- 
tween what the Bureau regards as the 
question of law and question of fact 
involved, and thus pave a way for an 
appeal by the Government under more 
promising circumstances. 

Following is the full text of Assistant 
Attorney-General Boyd’s opinion ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and referred to above: 

“TI have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your two letters, one of the 
lith and the other of the 2ist of Oc- 
tober, 1898, both requesting opinions as 
to the construction of section 20 of the 
act of June 13, 1898, known as the War 
Revenue Act. 

“In your letter of the 21st of October, 
two questions are propounded: (1) 
‘What, under the law, is an uncom- 
pounded medicinal drug%’ (2) ‘What, 
under the law, is an uncompounded 
medicinal chemical?’ 

“The inquiry as to what is an un- 
compounded medicinal drug or an un- 
compounded chemical is not, in my 
opinion, a question of law, but a ques- 
tion of fact, to be determined according 
to the general definition of the word 
‘uncompounded,’ or according to such 


technical meaning as has become at- 
tached to it as a pharmaceutical or 
medicinal term, It is clear, however, 


that no tax is imposed by the act above 
mentioned on any uncompounded med- 
icinal drug or chemical, no matter how 
put up or what is claimed for it, the 
same being excepted from the opera- 
tions of the act by the first clause of the 
proviso in section 20, which is in these 
words: ‘That no stamp tax shall be 
imposed upon any uncompounded me- 
dicinal drug or chemical.’ 

“The question, therefore, left for my 
consideration is the request contained 
in your letter of the 11th of October for 
an opinion as to the construction of the 
last clause of section 20 of the said act, 
This clause reads as follows:

“*The stamp taxes provided for In 
Schedule B of this act shall apply to 
all medicinal articles compounded by 


any formula, published or unpublished, 
which are put up in style or manner 
similar to that of patent, trade-mark, 
or proprietary medicine in general, or 
which are advertised on the package 
or otherwise as remedies or specifics for 
any allment, or as having any special 
claim to merit, or to any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, qual- 
ity, use, or effect.’ 

“If we digest this provision of the 
law, We find that the subjects of taxa- 
tion to be included within it comprise: 

“(1) Medicinal articles compounded 
by any formula, published or unpub. 
lished, which are put up in style or 
manner similar to that of patent, trade- 
mark, or proprietary medicines In gen- 
eral, 

*(2) Medicinal articles compounded 
by any formula, published or unpub- 
lished, which are advertised on the 
package or otherwise as remedies or 
specifics for any ailment, or as having 
any special claim to merit, or to any 
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peculiar advantage in mode of prepara- 
tion, quality, use, or effect. 

“The manner and style of putting up 
what are known as patent, trade-mark 
or proprietary medicines in general is 
so familiar to the public that it is read- 
ily understood as to what articles un- 
der the first of the above divisions the 
stamp tax applies, the general style of 
putting up these medicinal articles be- 
ing in a bottle, phial, box, or other in- 
closure, accompanied by the name of 
the preparation, the name of the pro- 
prietor, owner, or manufacturer, to- 
gether with the name of the disease or 
diseases for which the medicine is 
claimed to be a remady or specific, 
with directions as to use, etc.

“Around the bottle is a printed cir- 
cular as to the special merit claimed for 
the preparation, and also as to its use 
and effect. The bottle with this print- 
ed circular around it is inclosed in a 
paper case or wrapper, securely pasted, 
and upon the outside of this case or 
wrapper is also printed the name of 
the medicine, the names of the diseases 
which it is claimed to cure, the name 
and location of the manufacturer, and 
the price of the bottle or package, 
which is 25 cents. 

“Now that is a proprietary medicine, 
put up in the style and manner of pat- 
ent, trade-mark, or proprietary medi- 
cines in general. 

“A great number of other proprietary 
preparations, such as Simmons’ Liver 
Regulator, Paine’s Celery Compound, 
Warner’s Safe Liver and Kidney Cure, 
Creme’s Syrup of Tar and Wild Cherry, 
all of which are put up in manner and 
style similar to the above described 
remedy, and advertised as remedies and 
specifics, have been called to my atten- 
tion as exhibits in passing upon the 
question which your letter presents. 
These medicinal articles, with others 
put up in the same manner and style, 


and offered to the public, are readily | 


seen to be included within the provis- 
ions of the act. 

“The only difficulty seems to be to de- 
terminé the scope of the language under 
the second heading, which I have given 
before, and to say whether it increases 
the subjects of taxation referred to un- 


der the first heading, and if so, how far, | 


or is it intended more particularly to 
describe such subjects in order to pre- 
vent the evasion of the tax. It think a 
proper construction is to hold the latter 
to be the intent of the law. 

“Under the second heading, articles 
to be subject to the tax must not only 
be compounded by some formula, but 
must be remedies or specifics for some 
ailment, or have special claim to merit, 
or to peculiar advantage in mode or 
preparation, quality, use or effect. If 
the lawmakers had stopped here, they 
would perhaps have left a broader field 
for the consideration of this subject; 
but, in addition to the above, the re- 
quirement of the law is that these 
medicinal articles must be put up in 
packages, and not only put up in pack- 
ages, but there must be an advertise- 
ment on each package as to the dis- 
eases for which the medicine is a rem- 
edy or specific, or as to the special 
merits, ete., which are claimed for it, 
or, if the advertisement is not on the 
package itself, there must be an adver- 
tisement otherwise made, by which the 
public is referred particularly to the 
medicine in the package or class of 
packages. In other words, the adver- 
tisement either goes with the package 
itself into the hands of the consumer, 
so as to indicate to him the character 
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etc., which is claimed for it, or the ad- 
vertisement, made in newspapers, 
handbills, circulars, or otherwise, apart 
from the packages, must point the read- 
er to this particular medicine. 

“Mr. Bouvier defines ‘advertisement’ 
to mean ‘a notice published in handbills 
or a newspaper.’ Hence to advertise 
would mean to give publicity through 
the medium of newspapers, handbills, 
circulars, or some similar way, so as to 
ca.l particular attention to a _ subject 
matter, in order that people may iden- 
tify it from the description given in the 
advertisement. 

“This line of reasoning, which, I 
think, is sustained by the wording of 
the act, leads to the conclusion that it 
was the purpose of the Congress to levy 
the (ax under the provision of the law 
| referred to upon proprietary medicinal 
| articles, or such as assume the charac- 
ter before the public of proprietary, 
patent or trade-mark articles, and such 
medicinal articles as go from the hands 
of the proprietor, compounder or manu- 
facturer, so put up in packages as tu 
comport with the manner and style of 
patent, trade-mark or proprietary med- 
| icines in general; or where medicinal 
articles, though not put up in the usual 
style of patent, trade-mark or proprie- 
| tary articles in general, still have the 
characteristics of patent, trade-mark or 
proprietary articles to the extent that 
they are advertised on the packag»ys, 
or otherwise, as specifics or remedies 
for certain ailments, or have claims to 
or to peculiar advantage in mode or 
preparation, quality, use or effect. I 
am borne out in this conclusion by the 
fact that when we turn to Schedule B, 
where the manner of paying the tax 
upon these articles is provided: ‘Medi- 
cinal proprietary articles and prepara- 
tions.’ This description is not general, 
so as to include medicinal articles and 
preparations which may bear a tech- 
nical or pharmaceutical name, indica- 
tive of the disease for which they are 
used, in order to classify them and dis- 
tinguish them from other medicines, 
buc is confined to such as are ‘proprie- 
tary.’ Then, when we come to con- 
sider the manner in which the tax is 
estimated, we see that the Congress 
still had in mind packages, packets, 
boxes, bottles, pots, ete., each of which 
must have a retail price or value at- 
tached to it so as to determine the 
amount of the stamp to be placed 
upon it, 

“Now, to draw the distinction more 
clearly between medicinal articles or 
preparations which I hold to be tax- 
able under the provisions of the law 
and those that are not, I will call at- 
tention to a class of preparations or 
medicines, samples of which have been 
filed with me for examination, and 
which, in my opinion, are not taxable. 
They are articles which are put up in 
bottles, phials, or other packages, more 
particularly for the use of physicians 
and pharmacists. They are such ar- 
ticles as antistreptococcic serum, anti- 
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thetanic serum, antidipheritic serum 
and many others of like character. 
These articles are not put up in the 


manner or style of patent, trade-mark 
or proprietary medicines in general, nor 
are they advertised to the public upon 
the package or otherwise as specifics or 
remedies for particular diseases, or as 
claiming special merit, etc. The names 
upon the bottles, phials, or other pack- 
ages containing these preparations are 
simply medicinal or pharmaceutical 
designations used to indicate the class 
of medicines to which they belong, and 
are for the guidance of physicians and 
pharmacists, and under their directions 
to be used by the consumer. I also 
include under this head such medicinal 
articles as Pil. Migraine Comp., Pil. neu- 
ralgic, compressed tablets anti-malarial 
and medicines of similar classes put up 
in quantities in bottles or other pack- 
| ages for the use of physicians, drug- 
| gists and pharmacists, through whom 
they are dealt out to consumers as pre- 
pared prescriptions. These articles 
have the technical medical name upon 
the bottle or other package and also 
the formula by which they are pre- 
| pared. There is no exclusive proprie- 
torship or right of manufacture claimed 
in them, but any pharmacist or man- 
ufacturing druggist has the right to 
make them after the formula given, 
and there is no retail price or value 
stated on the bottle or other package 
containing them. 

“It might make the 
more plain to say that the class of 
medicines, in my opinion taxable un- 
der the provisions of the law, are such 
as I have described above, which go 
to the consumer in the unbroken pack- 
age in which they are put up by the 
proprietor, manufacturer, or  com- 
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of the medicine, the disease for which 
it is prescribed, and the special merit, 


pounder, with name, disease, and di- 
rections for use without the interven- 
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tion of a prescription of a physician or 
pharmacist. While, on the other hand, 
the provisions of the act do not reach 
such medicinal articles or preparations 
as are put up under pharmaceutical or 
classifying names for the use of phy- 
sicians in their practice or of pharma- 
cists or druggists in their trade. 

“Calomel is a medicinal article or 
remedy compounded (I believe) by a 
formula from mercury, sulphuric acid, 
chloride of sodium, and distilled water. 
It is a well-known remedy for certain 
diseases, and special merit is claimed 
for it in the treatment of diseases like 
bilious fevers, heptatis, jaundice, bil- 
ious and painter’s colic, and other af- 
fections attended with congestion of the 
portal system or torpidity of the hepa- 
tic function. This medicinal article is 
put up in quantities by the manufac- 
turers after the prescribed formu:a, and 
is sold to physicians, pharmacists and 
druggists, and the latter in turn pre- 
scribe it for the afflicted, and deal it 
out in quantities to suit the emergency. 
Now, calomel is not taxable under the 
provisions of the war revenue act, for 
the reason that it does not come within 
the description of articles to be subject 
to tax under provisions of the act. In 
the first place, it is not put up in the 
manner and style of patent, trade-mark 
or proprietary medicines in general: 
and, in the second place, it is not ad- 
vertised on the package in which it is 
put up as contemplated by the act: and 
even if the manufacturer or com- 
pounder were to put on the inclosure 
containing the calomel, the additional 
words, ‘antibilious’ or antihepatitis,’ it 
would, in my opinion, only have the 
effect to designate more particularly 
the class of medicines to which it be- 
longs, and not to advertise it as a spe- 
cific or remedy for a particular disvase. 
I have given this illustration, and used 
the name of a well-known medicinal 
article, to make the distinction which 
I have attempted to draw the 
easily understood,’” 
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Present Position and Prospects of 


the Chemical Manure Industry. 
BY ALFRED SMETHAM, F. L C.* 


As you are all aware, the art of agri- 
ture is as old as civilization, and seems 
to have been conducted with more or 
less success throughout the ages. That 
it Was brought to a high degree of per- 
fection in many countries is patent to 
every one who has given the matter any 
thought or attention, but up to the year 
1840 or so the methods of cultivation 
were entirely empiric. It is true that 
bones had been applied as manure, but 
in what the fertilizing properties con- 
sisted was uncertain. Liebig, who for 
many years waged valiant war in sup- 
port of his “mineral theory” of manur- 
ing, alleges in his “Letters on Chemis- 
try,’’ published in 1851, that the bene- 
ficial effects observed are due entirely 
to the phosphate of lime, and combats 
with vigor the early conclusions of 
Lawes that ammonia salts are of value 
as manure to cereal or other crops. 
Time, with its relentless accumulation 
of facts, has as completely routed the 
theories of Liebig as were those of Bas- 
tian overthrown by the classical work 
of Pasteur and his followers. 

But notwithstanding his now proved 
erroneous ideas on the fixation of nitro- 
gen by plants, agriculture owes a debt 
of deep gratitude to Liebig for the im- 
petus which he gave to agricultural 
science by his investigations and by the 
concrete forms in which he embodied 
his thoughts, by which to a larg« extent 
he laid the lines in this, as in other 
subjects, on which future investigators 
were to travel. But he did more than 
this. As the result of pure science he 
gave to the world a new industry, 
which has continued to grow, until to- 
day it takes an important place among 
the chemical industries of this and 
other countries. I refer to the Chem- 
ical manure indusiry. 

It was, I believe, in a communication 
to the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion at Bristol in 1836 that Liebig firs: 
propounded the possibility of convert- 
ing the insoluble phosphate of bones 
into the soluble conditions by trans- 
forming it into superphosphate’ by 
treatment with sulphuric acid. Prior 
to that date Messrs. T. & H. Proctor 
had started about the year 1812 to boil 
bones and chop them into small pieces 
for sale as turnip manure. About 1825 


steam engines for grinding the bones 
were erected, and a much finer meal 
was by that means obtained. About 


the year 1835 it occurred to Mr. Thomas 
Proctor, Jr., that a superior glue might 
be manufactured by dissolving out the 
phosphate of lime from bones by means

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of hydrochloric acid, and the process 
was successfully carried out on the 
practical scale. The glue obtained was 
of better color than that previously 
manufactured, and the dissolved phos- 
phate was precipitated by means of | 
carbonate of lime and used as manure. 
About 1837 or 1828 Mr. Proctor had com- 


munications with Boussingault and Lie- 
big, and gained from them the idea of 
treating bones with sulphuric acid, the 
first experiments being made with spent 
animal from the sugar refin- 
ery at Bristol. In 18389 he began to use 
sulphuric acid upon raw bones, and by 
adding seme potash salts he made a 
manure which was called German com- 
post. In 1842 Mr. Proctor, in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Ryland, started the man- 
ufacture of bone superphosphate at Bir- 
mingham, and it was to the improve- 
ments introduced into the manufacture 
by the latter that the rapid rise of the 
industry was to a large extent attrib-

utable, 
The step from bone to coprolites in 


the manufacture of superphosphate 
was, from a chemical point of view, not 
but from an economic 
standpoint it proved the pivot in the 
history of the manufacture. To Mr. 
Lawes (now Sir John, of Rothamsted 
fame), is due the credit of first press- 
ing coprolites into service, and it may 
safely be said that to him, as the origi- 
nator of the finest set of agricultural 
experiments the world has yet seen, and

one of the pioneers of an industry 
which has done so much for British 
and - future 


agriculture, past, present 
generations, not only of agriculturists, 


but of the toiling millions of the towns 
have been and will be laid under ob- 
ligations which even if the modesty of 
this “grand old man” of agriculture 
would permit, could never be adequate- 
ly expressed. 

Up to the time to which we are re- 
ferring English agriculture had been to 
a large extent self-contained, and al- 
though leases were framed to prevent 
as far as possible the sale of produce 
of the land, the necessary exportation of 
grain and meat to the towns involved a 
loss of the fertilizing constituents of the 
soil, which, in the absense of artificial 
manures or purchased feeding stuffs, 
could not be returned, and as a conse- 
quence the land in many parts of the 
country was getting exhausted. With a 
view to remedying this defect, many ex- 
pedients were ‘resorted to, among them 
marling. The ponds, or “pits,’’ as they 
are called, which are so common in the 
surrounding country, and which add so 
much to the picturesqueness of the 
landscape, are in most instances old 
mar! pits, and are constant mementoes 
of a class of farming which has given 
place to the higher cultivation of a 
scientifically controlled agriculture. 

About the same time as Liebig gave 
to the world the more rapidly acting 
phosphate, there was introduced into 
England a manure called guano, from 
Peru. This, the dried excrements of sea 
birds deposited during centuries in a 
rainless district, produced such magicai 
effects, especially with corn crops, that 
its fame spread like wildfire, and thus 
prepared the way for the more extend- 
ed use of artificial manures. The price 
at which it was sold was high, but as 
the earlier importations contained ni- 
trogen equal to over 18 per cent. of am- 
monia, existing chiefly as ammonia 
salts, and phosphoric acid equal to 
about 26 per cent. of phosphate of lime, 
the return on the outlay, notwithstand- 
ing the high price, was usually a very 
profitable one. But as we now know, 


nitrogen applied as manure is not 
equally effective with all crops, root 
and leguminous crops often’ giv- 
ing a full yield when dressed 
with phosphate alone. Hence, al- 
though guano was much in _  fa- 
vor, there were not wanting farmers 


who pinned their faith to dissolved 
bones and artificial manures which had 


mineral or bone superphosphate as a 
basis. 
The native deposits of coprolites, 


found chiefly in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk, contained about 60 per cent. of 
tribasic phosphate of lime, and were 
admirably suited, when finely ground, 
to the manufacture of superphosphate. 
To this was usually added varying 
quantities of sulphate of ammonia, or 
some organic nitrogenous compounds, 
and the manures thus produced were 
sold as specific manures for different 
crops. Those were halcyon days for 
the manure manufacturer, which, in 
the keener competition of a more edu- 
cated age, are, I fear, never to return.

To give a detailed description of the 
various forms of phosphatic materials 
whcih have been imported in such large 
quantities from all parts of the globe, 
the deposits of which have been in 
many instances exhausted, would prove 
interesting, but would be beyond the 
scope of my present endeavors. French, 
Spanish and Canadian phosphates, once 


the mainstay of the manufacturers, 
have now given place to those from 
South Carolina, Florida and Algeria, 


while the huge deposits of ammoniacal 
guanos from Peru became poorer and 
poorer in quality, until about ten years 
ago the importation was so small and 
the quality so poor, that many farmers 
who had proved faithful to their first 
love were compelled to give up its use, 
and to purchase other forms of manure, 
The same fate was in store for the 
large number of phosphatic guanos, of 
which Sombrero, Baker Island, Mejil- 
lones, Curacao and Malden Island were 
the chief. 

And yet, in spite of the great drain 
upon the natural supplies of phos- 
phates, phosphatic materials have 
never been at so low a price as they 
have been during the past few years.

total of 160,000,000 tons or so for the 
whole of the cultivated land of Great 
Britain alone. Taking the average loss 
per acre at 10 lbs. of phosphoric acid, a 


quantity soenewhat above that on ara- 


ble land, and decidedly above that on 
pastures, on the assumption that the 
produce of our farms sold at market is 
lost to the land, the store of phosphoric 
acid to a depth of nine inches repre- 
sents something like 300 years’ supply, 
provided crops were able to glean the 
last particle, and still yield the same 
crops as at present. Last year the im- 
portations of guano, bones and phos- 
phate of lime amounted to 399,505 tons, 
or an importation of about 99,000 tons 
of phosphoric acid, or nearly 5 lbs. per 
acre over the whole of the cultivated 
area of the United Kingdom. Against 
this deficiency of 5 lbs. of phospnoric 
acid per acre, there are importations of 
cattle and sheep, dead and alive, equal 
to nearly 8,000 tons per annum; there is 
a reserve store of unknown amount in 
subsoil phosphoric acid which deep- 
rooted plants like wheat and clover can 
draw upon; there is the concentrated 
phosphoric acid from the iron ores ob- 
tained by the Gilchrist Thomas process, 
and solid in ever-increasing quantities 
as basic slag; there is a return in bones 
from our hcme produced cattle and 
sheep, and there is the not inconsider- 
able importation of phosphoric acid in 
the form of linseed cake, maize, wheat 
and other feeding stuffs. With the fig- 


ures at my disposal it is im- 
possible to make anything like 
an accurate balance sheet of the 


losses by exportation and the gains by 
importation of phosphoric acid over the 
whole of the cultivated land of the 
United Kingdom, but as the loss of 
phosphoric acid from the soil by drain- 
age is practically nil, there seems to be 
little doubt that our importations of 
phosphoric acid, directly as manures, 
and indirectly as feeding stuffs, and 
our home productions as_ basic slag, 
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of the situation. 
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bones and home-consumed corn and 
other crops used instead of purchased 
foods, must very nearly if not quite 
compensate for the annual loss of phos- 
phorie acid. Whether the importations, 
even if they actually balance the waste, 
have reached their economical limits is, 
I think, open to doubt. Much depends 
upon the relative prices of the manure 
and the produce, but as it is the imme- 
diately available phosphoric acid rather 
than the latent reserve store which, so 
far as phosphates are concerned, deter- 
mines the crop, it will probably pay 
those farmers who farm highly to con- 
tinue to purchase phosphatic manures, 
even although the actual store of phos- 
phoric acid in the land is annually in- 
creasing. 

The English farmer is_ proverbially 
slow to avail himself of any improve- 
ment suggested from outside, and even 
to-day, with an experience of over fifty 
years in the use of purchased manures, 
a very large proportion of our farmers, 
keen as they are in the sale of beasts 
or other produce, have very crude no- 
tions as to the composition and value 
of the manures they purchase, and un- 
fortunately in too many instances con- 
sider that money withheld from the 
purchase of fertilizers is so much money 
gained. These barriers of ignorance are 
rapidly being broken down by the more 
extended agricultural education of the 
rising generation; by means of the 
classes and field experiments conducted 
under the auspices of the Technical | 
Education Committees of the County 
Councils; by the more important agri- 
cultural’ experiments at Rothamsted, 
Woburn, etec., and indirectly by the 
Fertilizer and Feeding Stuffs act, and it 
is probable that a somewhat increased 
demand may be looked for as the ef- 
fect of this general spread of knowl- 
edge. But this notwithstanding, it 
seems to me pretty evident that for 
home consumption the importation and 
production of phosphoric acid-contain- 
ing materials is rapidly reaching the 
maximum required by the exigencies 
If it could be shown 
that the demands on the phosphatic 
stores of the world were as nearly 
reached by other nations as by us, the 
question of future supplies is not one 
which would come within the range of 
practical politics. As it is, these future 
drains on our phosphate reserves are 
and must be an unknown quantity, but 
having regard to the enormous stores 
distributed all over the world in small 
quantities, and capable of concentrat- 
ing by one means or another, to the 
vast known deposits of rich phosphates 
in MPlorida, Carolina, Algeria, Canada 
and many other countries, to probable 
future discoveries, and the fact that 
hardening prices would tend to the bet- 
ter conservation of our available sup- 
plies, it does not require a great stretch 
of imagination to see for many centu- 
ries to come a fertile land growing in- 
creasingly heavy crops without any in- 
dications of phosphatic starvation. 

As before indicated, it is exceedingly 
difficult to draw up any accurate bal- 
ance sheet of our national losses and 
gains in phosphoric acid, but the fol- 
lowing table, based on the most accu- 
rate statistics I have been able to ob- 
tain, will in the main substantiate the 
position I have taken up:

In explanation of this table I would 
remark, in the first place, that the an- 
nual average loss which I have calcu- 
lated at 10 Ibs. of phosphoric acid per 
statute acre, probably exceeds the pres- 
ent drain on our resources by at least 
one-tenth. Warrington has calculated 
the average loss on a four course rota- 
tion, with all the corn and the fattened 
beasts sold off the farm at something 
less than 10 lbs. per acre. Where a five 
or six course rotation is adopted the 
quantity would probably be less. More- 
over, more than half of the land under 
cultivation in Great Britain is in 
meadow land or permanent pasture, 
and although it is not easy to gauge 
the loss of this vast area, there can be 
little doubt that the loss I have as- 
sumed leaves a very wide margin of ex- 
cess. On the other hand, much of the 
imported phosphoric acid never finds its 
way upon the land. A large proportion 
of the imported wheat, for instance, is 
consumed in towns, and for agricultural 
purposes is lost; but in this connection 
it must be remembered that most of the 
offal, which contains about five-sixths of 
the phosphate, is used directly or indi- 
rectly as cattle food. Some of the bar- 
ley and maize is used for brewing, the 
manufacture of glucose and other in- 
dustrial purposes, but by far the largest 
portions of these grains are used for 
feeding purposes, and eventually find 
their way on to the land in the form 
of manure. Even those portions re- 
tained in the animal economy will in 
the long run be returned, for the most 
part as bone manures. 7 

Another source of error is the expor- 
tation of unknown quantities of manu- 
factured manures; but these, being to 
a large extent nitrogenous, would not 
materially affect the results. 

In treating of the available supplies 
of plant food, I have considered the 
phosphate question first, because in the 
manure manufacturing industry phos- 
phates have formed, and still form, the 
basis of nearly all manufactured fer- 
tilizers. It must not be thought, how- 
ever, that in doing so I have been heed- 
less of the fact that nitrogen in a com- 
bined form is of equal, if not of greater, 
value, both from the scientific and man- 
ufacturing point of view. But in deal- 
ing with the sources of supply, and the 


probability of these meeting the re- 
quirements of the future, we are 
brought face to face with difficulties 


far greater than when considering the 
phosphate question. The reason for 
this is that, unlike phosphoric acid, ni- 
trogen may be lost to the soil in other 
ways than by removal in crops, and on 
the other hand, it is absorbed by the 
soil and by plants by other means than 
by a direct application as manure. 
These sources of loss and gain have in 
the past commanded the attention of 
agricultural chemists, and I think it 
may now be said that the sources of 
loss and the methods by which nitrogen 
is absorbed are pretty accurately un- 
derstood; but the total quantities go 
lost and gained to agriculture are by no 
means clearly defined. The quantities 
lost in the drainage waters as nitric 
acid under certain definite conditions 
have been ascertained at Rothamsted 
and elsewhere, and the contained nitro- 
gen in the rainfall is also known within 
very narrow limits; but the quantities 
absorbed by the soil from the atmos- 
phere, and that fixed by the nodules of 
our leguminous crops in pasture land, 
and in an ordinary course of rotation, 
are beyond the ken of our present 
science. To attempt to make, there- 
fore, anything like an accurate balance 
of our outgoings of agriculturally-avail- 
able nitrogen is a task fraught with 
grave difficulties, if not impossibility, 
and rather than run the risk of prophe- 
sying on insufficient data I will ask you 
to bear with me while I briefly attempt 
to solve the problem from another 
standpoint.

Free Alcohol Test Case, 
Washington, Dec, 30, 1898. 

It is now expected that the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the Dunlap free alcohol test case will 
be handed down on Monday, the 9th 
proximo. While the Attorney-General 
is not willing to concede that the pros- 
pect for a decision adverse to the Gov- 
ernment is good, yet it significant 
that Assistant Attorney-General Pradt 
is already giving attention to the steps 
that will require to be taken for the 
adjudication of the great bulk of free 
alcohol claims in the event that the 
decision of the Supreme Court is fa- 
vorable to the claimant in the Dunlap 


is 


case, 

In the event that the Court decides 
adversely to the Government it is ex- 
pected that the judgment will be certi- 
fied to Congress in time to have it in- 
cluded in the deficiency appropriation 
bill to be passed before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session of Congress 
on March 4. As the appropriations 
made in this bill are immediately avail- 
able, the claimant in the test case, in 
the event of a favorable decision, will 
receive a Treasury draft for his rebate 
before April 1 next. 

The test case having been disposed 
of adversely to the Government, it will 
then be in order for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to provide for the settlement of 
all other pending claims involving the 
same issue.

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le the Attorney-General to compel each 
claimant to go into court and try his 
case in a manner quite as elaborate as 
that followed in the Dunlap case. This 
would be a great hardship to the claim- 
ants, however, and it would be of no 
advantage to the Government except 
that it would postpone payment of an 
honest debt for an indefinite length of 
time. Further, it would so overburden 
the dockets of the courts that other 
litigation would be swamped in the 
enormous mass of these claims. With 
these facts in mind, Mr. Pradt has be- 
gun to frame a system that will be 
adopted for the settlement of all claims 
if the Supreme Court decides against 
the Government. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral will make a special estimate for an 
appropriation of about $25,000, which, it 
is expected, will be promptly granted. 
This sum will be used to cover the sala- 
ries and expenses of two well-equipped 
commissioners, each of whom will be 
provided with a stenographer, and who 
will travel about from place to place 
investigating the claims now on file 
and that may be filed hereafter. 


“These commissioners,” said Mr. 
Pradt to the Reporter’s correspondent, 
“would serve in the double capacity of 
recorders of testimony and attorneys 
for the Government. I should expect 
that they would see to it that every 
point in each case that might be fa- 
vorable to the United States would be 
fully brought out and set down in the 
evidence. The claimants would doubt- 
less have their own counsel present at 
the examinations, and thus, when the 
inspection of a plant was completed 
and-all the testimony taken, we would 
have a digested record of the facts, 
which would be forwarded to Washing- 
ton and approved by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and be laid before the Court of 
Claims for examination and judgment. 
The records of these cases would re- 
quire to be somewhat fuller than those 
taken in the so-called letter carrier 
cases, where the allowance of compen- 
sation for overtime work was in ques- 
tion, but each record would be of suf- 
ficient size to enable it to be rapidly 
disposed of by the Court. 

“It is not possible, of course, to ven- 
ture an opinion as to how long it would 
require the commissioners to complete 
the examinations of all the claims now 
pending and that would be filed, but 
I think the proposed system would 
operate very expeditiously, and would 
prove thoroughly satisfactory, boih to 
the Government and to the claimants.” 


While the decision in the Dumlap case 
will determine the Government’s lia- 
bility to pay refunds on all claims that 
are not complicated by peculiar con- 
ditions, it is conceded that there are 
several classes of cases among those 
already filed in the Court of Claims 
that will require the trial of special 
test cases in order to determine ju- 
diciously the right to rebate. Two 
classes especially have been considered, 
both by the Attorney-General and coun- 
sel for the claimants, in this connection, 
namely, those in which certain proof of 
the use of the alcohol is lacking be- 
cause of the destruction of the stamps 
representing the spirits used, and those 
in which the product is a so-called me- 
dicinal compound of such character as 
to admit of the contention on the part 
of the Government that its chief use is 
as a beverage. 

It will be remembered that early in 
the free alcohol litigation the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue issued a cir- 
cular to collectors and others, which 
was freely distributed to manufactur- 
ers, and which contained in effect a co- 
vert threat that the Internal Revenue 





Bureau would institute prosecutions 
against all persons who violated the let- 
ter of the revenue statute prohibiting 
the removal and preservation of spirit 
stamps. While the text of section 61 
expressly required manufacturers using 
alcohol in the arts to preserve their 
stamps as part of their evidence, there 
was no provision in the 
plicitly repealing the prior enactment 
imposing penalties for removing and 
preserving stamps, Hence, many manu- 
facturers, especially those who were 
somewhat sceptical as to the ultimate 
success of the pending suits for rebate, 
destroyed their stamps to avoid a col- 
lision with the Interu.al Revenue Bu- 
reau. Subsequently it became clear 
that the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue would be unable to justify prose- 
cutions under the statute referred to, 
and thereafter manufacturers generally 
preserved their stamps. 

As a result of the conditions above 
described many manufacturers have 
two classes of claims, those in which 
the proof is complete and those in 
which the stamps are’ lacking. It is 
the present understanding that if the 
Supreme Court decides that the Gov- 
ernment is liable for a refund to users 
of alcohol who present their stamps, 
another case will be immediately pre- 
pared in which all the proof, excepting 
the stamps, is well established, in or- 
der to determine whether the actual 
presentation of stamps is essential to 
recovery. The counsel for claimants 
are confident that the courts will hold 
that the stamps are not essential, es- 
pecially in view of the course taken 
by the Government in refusing to pay 
rebates, and in threatening to prosecute 
those who removed and preserved their 
stamps. 

The question as to whether refunds 
can be paid on a large number of claims 
in which the product containing alcohol 
is in the nature of a medicinal bitters 
or cordial will furnish another inter- 
esting test case. No satisfactory defi- 
nition of the term “medicinal or like 
compound” exists in the law, hence its 
judicial determination will be most im- 
portant.

It should be very encouraging to 
claimants to know that the -Attorney- 
General stands ready to expedite in 
every possible way the payment of all 
just claims as soon as the chief issues 
have been determined by the courts. 
He does not propose to stand upon his 
technical rights in the matter, but be- 
lieves it to be the duty of the Govern- 
ment to pay its debts by the same 
code of ethics that should govern a pri- 
vate individual. This will mean much 
to the claimants in the event of a fa- 
vorable decision of the Dunlap case, 
and will insure a prompt certification 
to Congress of all judgments as rapid- 
ly as they are passed wpon by the Court 
of Claims. It is believed that if the 
claimants win in the Supreme Court a 
large number of claims now on file will 
be examined during the coming Con- 
gressional recess, and that the greater 
portion of the judgments will be appro- 
priated for at the first session of the 
next Congress, which will begin in De- 
cember, 1899.

Present Position and Prospects of

than any continuous system can do. To 
modify these well-established customs 
by the more frequent introduction of 
leguminous crops, and so fix the atmos- 
pheric nitrogen for subsequent non- 
nitrogenic-accumulating crops, is a 
change calculated to captivate the 
scientific imagination, and experiments 
in this direction are already being un- 
dertaken. What will be the result of 
these investigations it is too early yet 
to even hazard a guess, but unless it 
can be shown that the produce of these 
extra crops has directly for sale or in- 
directly for consumption a value equal 
to, or nearly equal to, the crops which 
would be grown in the usual course of 
rotation, it is doubtful whether the sug- 
gested alteration will find favor among 
agriculturists, at all events with nitro- 
gen compounds at their present low 
price. On very few farms is it custom- 
ary to dress any crop with nitrogen 
compounds at a greater rate than 2 
owt., or its equivalent, of nitrate of 
soda per acre, and as this amount can 
be purchased at present prices for 
about 16s., it follows that unless the in- 
terposed crop can assimilate nitrogen to 
that extent, or more, and yield money 
returns over a series of years equal, or 
nearly equal, to the present systems, 
there will be little inducement to farm- 
ers to alter their methods of cultiva- 
tion. Whether this can be done the 
future alone can decide. 

As the result of many field experi- 
ments, conducted in all parts of the 
kingdom, it has been amply shown that 
on most farms, even when considerable 
sums are expended in the purchase of 
cake and other feeding stuffs, nitrogen- 
ous manures may be applied with ad- 
vantage to nearly all crops, except per- 
haps the leguminosae. 

It is difficult to estimate to what ex- 
tent this nitrogenous manuring can be 
profitably carried, for the reasons pre- 
viously given, but there seems little rea- 
son to doubt that a dressing of nitrogen 
equal to 1 ewt. of commercial nitrate of 
soda (= 17.5 Ibs. nitrogen per acre) 
over the whole area of the United King- 
dom under arable cultivation, might be 
applied with advantage. The average 
annual loss in a four-course rotation is 
about 21 Ibs. of nitrogen per acre 
for the crops and stock sold off the 
farm. To this must be added the very 
considerable loss of nitrates .in the 


drainage waters, and as a set-off there 
is the gain from the rain and the at- 


mosphere. 


As the loss of nitrates by 
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OI, PAINT AND 


drainage is an unknown quantity over 
the whole area, the only method at my 
disposal of making anything like an es- 
timate of the actual requirements, is by 
taking general experience, and the re- 
sults of carefully-conducted experl- 
ments. From these the above estimate 
of 17.5 lbs. of nitrogen per acre does not 
appear to me, under the present 
system of cultivation, to be an extrava- 
gant one, taking into consideration the 
limits of profitable manuring at the 
present prices of produce, and of nitro- 
genous materials.

The residual manurial value of which 
would be equal to 6.6 lbs. of nitrogen, or 
42 lbs. of nitrate of soda per acre, over 
the whole of the cultivated area of the 
United Kingdom, or about 16 lbs. of ni- 
trogen over the area in arable cultiva- 
tion.

Total éée3 jpéwsahosvanerdiseeee 
equal to nearly 1% Ibs. of nitrogen, or 
about 8 Ibs. of nitrate of soda per acre 
over the whole cultivated area, or about 
3 lbs. of nitrogen over the area in arable 
cultivation, 

From these figures it would appear 
that even if the whole of the nitrogen 
were utilised on the arable land, the 
limit of the profitable application of ni- 
trogen in the form of nitrogenous 
manures, is only just reached by im- 
ported foods and manures, and by home 
consumed sulphate of ammonia. As, 
however, some of the imported foods 
would be utilised for purposes other 
than agricultural, and much of the ni- 
trogen contained in the farm-consumed 
remainder would be lost, or applied di- 
rectly or indirectly to pasture lands, it 
follows that, if my premises be correct 
the importations of nitrogen in al 
forms, and the home consumption of 
sulphate of ammonia fall far short of 
what must be considered the profitable 
limit of nitrogenous manuring.

facture, is estimated by Messrs. Brad- 
bury and Hirsch at 70,000 tons. 

. The nitrogen in the exported sulphate 
of ammonia is equal to about 206,000 
tons of nitrate of soda, or about three 
times the nitrate at present used for 
agricultural purposes, and would give 
nitrogen equal to 23 lbs. of nitrate of 
soda over the whole area of land in 
arable cultivation, 

It does not appear, therefore, that 
our present imports of nitrate of soda 
and other nitrogenous manures, or of 
feedingstuffs yielding a manurial resi- 
due of nitrogenous matters, need be 
very greatly augmented to raise the 
fertility of the land to its paying limits 
provided our production of sulphate of 
ammonia be utilised at home. The pro- 
duction of sulphate of ammonia, not- 
withstanding a steadily declining sell- 
ing value, has increased in a phenome- 
nal manner, and there seems little rea- 
son to doubt that, with the improve- 
ment in processes and the keener com- 
petition on all sides, much of the nitro- 
gen at present wasted will be pressed 
into service. 

If [ am right in this surmise it is evi- 
dent that the pessimistic views of Sir 
William Crookes, expressed at the Brit- 
ish Association meeting at Bristol, as 
to the exhaustion of our natural sup- 
plies of comb!ned nitrogen to satisfy the 
rapidly increasing maw of the wheat- 
consuming human race, will have little 
terrors for the British agriculturalist, 
whatever they may have for the toiling 
millions of towns. 

With free nitrogen around ws in un- 
limited quantities in the atmosphere, 
the most scrupulous conscience need 
not suffer any pangs at any untoward 
drains wpon our natural supplies of 
combined nitrogen, and, indeed, if Sir 
William Crookes’ estimate of the cost 
of producing nitrate of soda by the 
combustion of the atmosphere at Ni- 
agara be correct, the question of nitro- 
genous plant food will be for ever 
solved, and the already depressed nit- 
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rate of soda industry will soon be a 
thing of the past!

extra nitrogen required 
fertility of the land to its 
maximum is obtained from nitrate of 
soda or swiphate of ammonia, but from 
the chemical manure manufacturers’ 
point of view it is important. Nitrate of 
soda does not lend itself satisfactorily 
for mixing with superphosphate in the 
manufacture of a compound manure, 
whereas sulphate of ammonia not only 
mixes well, but tends to produce a 
friable mixture which can be sown 
easily by drilling, or otherwise. Apart 
from the better condition obtained by 
the use of sulphate of ammonia, there 
are other reasons why it should be used 
in preference to nitrate of soda in the 
manufacture of compound manures. If 
used as a top dressing, the balance in 
favor of the use of one or the other, the 
cost per unit of nitrogen being equal, is 
determined to a very large extent by 
the wetness or dryness of the season. 
Thus Dr. Voelcker, in his summary of 
the results of the Woburn experiments 
in the Journal of the Royal Agricultural 
Society for last year, cites the following 
comparative experiments in exemplifl- 
cation of this point:—

With regard to the only other essen- 
tial constituent of artificial manures 
potash there need be no concern with 
regard to future supplies. On very few 
soils is potash of great value, and the 
supplies in Germany seem to be capa- 
ble of meeting our neeeds for many 
years to come. Even were these to be 
come exhausted it does not seem to be 
beyond the reach of chemical science to 
extract some of the 2 per cent. or more 
of potash contained in many of our clay 
soils to supply those on which potash is 
found to be necessary.

Present Position and Prospects of 
the Chemical Manure Industry. 
(Continued from Page 46.) 
Such, then, being the general out- 
look, so far as consumption is con- 
cerned, to what extent is it probable 
that the manure manufacturer, in con- 
tradistinction to the manure dealer, 
will profit? I fear the answer to this 
question will not be of so satisfactory 
a character as the inquiry into the 
prospects of consumption. During the 
yast 10 years a great change has come 
over the scene, The spread of techni- 
cal education, the wide extension of 
field experiments, the introduction of 

basic slag, the largely increased p 
duction and systematic advertising of 
nitrate of soda, and the straits through 
Which agriculturalists have passed, 
have all tended to educate farmers in 
the use of artificial manures, and with- 
out doubt the general trend of this edu- 
cation has been to increase the con- 
sumption of the simple forms of 
manure, such as nitrate of soda, sul- 
phate of ammonia, mineral superphos- 
phate and basic slag, at the expense of 
compound manures. The Fertilizers and 
Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893, has also 
played an important part in this 
change. By the constant statement of 
percentages of the valuable fertilizing 
ingredients, farmers have been famil- 
iarized with the market values of these 
substances from various sources, and 
the act has had a tendency to reduce 
prices to the level of the cheapest 
forms, without due regard to any differ- 
ences in assimilability that may exist. 
As the lowest prices are not usually 
those at which a high-class mixed man- 
ure can be produced, manufacturers 
have more and more felt the brunt of 
this unequal competition, and on pres- 
ent lines there does not seem to be 
much hope in the future. 

Another cause tending to limit the 
production of artificial manures is the 
low price of wheat and other produce, 
which has induced farmers to reduce 
their expenditure by putting land into 
permanent pasture. During the past 
ten years about one and a quarter mil- 
lions of acres of- land have been thus 
converted, and as a consequence less 
money has been spent in this for man- 
ures than would have been spent had 
it remained in arable cultivation. If 
money has been spent on imported fer- 
tility it has gone to the cake merchant 
for cattle foods rather than to the ma- 
nure marfufacturer. 

The demand for basic slag is rapidly 
increasing, and I am informed that it 
has now outstripped the supply, and 
that there is a probability of the con- 
sumption for the year ending June next 


being 120,000 to 130,000 tons. Such con- 
sumption necessarily diminishes the 
output of superphosphate and com- 


pound manures, and educates farmers 
in the use of simple manures. It seems 
to me, therefore, that there will be an 
ever increasing tendency for the man- 
ure manufacturers’ operations, to be 
limited to the production of superphos- 
phate, and that the compound manures 
upon which he has hitherto relied for 
the bulk of his profits will have to give 
place to the simpler forms of manure, 
or the prices will have to be reduced to 
compete in equal terms with outside 
sources of nitrogen and phosphates,
